TNA  MEDALS  —  Conclusion 


The  18th  TNA 
convention  was 
held  in  Amarillo 
April  23-25,  1976 
during  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Bicentennial 
(1776-1976)  and 
the  medal  shows  a 
native  wild  turkey 
on  the  obverse 
side. 


1976  TNA  MEDAL 

Fort  Worth  was  the  host  to  the 
19th  convention,  April  22-24,  1977. 
The  medal  honors  FORT  WORTH, 
TEXAS  -  HOME  OF  THE 
WORLD'S  OLDEST  INDOOR  RO¬ 
DEO. 

TNA’s  20th  convention  was  held 
in  Dallas,  April  14-16,  1978.  The 
medal  obverse  honors  the  Dallas 
Coin  Club  which  celebrated  its 
GOLDEN  ANNIVERSARY.  In  the 
center  is  a  LONE  STAR  and  within 
the  star  is  the  THANKSGIVING 
SQUARE  MONUMENT. 


1978  TNA  MEDAL 

Amarillo  was  the  site  of  TNA's 
21st  convention,  April  20-22,  1979. 
The  medal  honors  the  ALIBATES 
FLINT  QUARRIES  AND  TEXAS 
PANHANDLE  PUEBLO  CUL¬ 
TURE  NATIONAL  MONUMENT. 
Located  north  of  Amarillo,  it  is  the 
only  national  monument  in  Texas, 
being  authorized  in  1965.  The  mon¬ 
ument  has  quarries  where  the  pre¬ 
historic  Indians  dug  stone  for  wea¬ 
pons  and  tools.  Nearby  are  the  ruins 
of  a  Pueblo  Indian  settlement,  built 
800  to  900  years  ago.  The  obverse 
side  features  an  ice-age  man  of  the 
type  who  used  colored  flint  of  many 
hues,  which  were  bountiful  in  the 
area.  Weapons  and  tools  made  by 
prehistoric  cultures,  such  as  Clovis, 
Plainview  and  Folsom  Man,  have 
been  found  as  far  away  as  the  Paci¬ 
fic  Northwest,  Nevada,  Canada  and 
Mexico.  Flint  chips  are  up  to  two  feet 
deep  in  some  spots  of  the  area  and 
covers  the  ground  like  a  carpet.

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1979  TNA  MEDAL 

The  22nd  convention  was  held  in 
Houston,  May  2-4, 1980.  The  obverse 
side  of  the  medal  honors  SAM 
HOUSTON,  a  famous  Texas  hero 
during  the  battle  for  independence 
from  Mexico  in  1836,  as  well  as  the 
first  president  of  the  Republic  of 
Texas.  The  city  of  Houston  was  the 
first  Texas  capital.  The  medal  is  the 
12th  in  the  series  issued  by  the  Texas 
Numismatic  Association.  The  TNA 
does  not  consider  the  medals  issued 
in  1968,  during  the  10th  TNA  con¬ 
vention  in  San  Antonio,  as  part  of 
the  series.  The  noted  artist,  Frank 
Galindo,  designed  the  obverse  side 
for  the  1980  medal.  Galindo,  of  San 
Antonio,  is  the  TNA  governor  of 
District  VII  at  this  time. 


1980  TNA  MEDAL 

The  TNA's  23rd  convention  was 
held  at  the  North  Park  Inn  Conven¬ 


tion  Center  in  Dallas  May  1-3,  1981. 
The  principal  design  of  the  13th 
medal  features  THE  SPIRIT  OF 
FLIGHT  MEMORIAL.  The  symbol 
of  “man's  victory  over  flight”  is 
located  near  the  entrance  of  the  Dal¬ 
las  Love  Field  Municipal  Airport 
Administration  building.  The  mem¬ 
orial  consists  of  a  30-foot  bronze 
winged  man,  which  is  surrounded 
by  two  concentric  pools.  The  shaft 
and  pools  were  designed  by  Robert  J. 
Perry,  Dallas  architect.  The  bronze 
figures  were  created  by  Austin 
sculptor,  Charles  Unlauf.  The  cen¬ 
tral  pool  contains  18  birds  mounted

on  slender  rods,  with  wingspreads 
ranging  from  four  to  nine  feet.  Eigh¬ 
teen  water  jets  project  upward  from 
the  outer  pools  into  the  central  pool, 
breaking  into  a  mist  just  beneath  the 
birds.  The  memorial,  which  was  ded¬ 
icated  in  September  1961,  was  a  gift 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leo  F.  Corrigan. 

The  24th  convention  was  held  at 
the  Tarrant  County  Convention 
Center  in  Fort  Worth  May  21-23, 
1982.  The  principal  design  of  the 
14th  medal  features  the  FORT 
WORTH  LIVESTOCK  EX¬ 
CHANGE  building.  The  building 
has  a  red  tile  roof,  stucco  walls  and 
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1982  TNA  MEDAL 

an  old  iron  fence  encircling  the 
courtyard.  It  was  built  in  1902.  In 
front  of  a  long  veranda  are  Spanish- 
style  arches.  It  was,  and  still  is,  the 
headquarters  of  “one  of  the  greatest 
cattle  markets  in  the  world.”  The 
medal  obverse  was  designed  by 
Frank  Galindo. 

The  TNA’s  25th  convention  was 
held  at  the  Corpus  Christi  Bayfront 
Plaza,  April  15-17,  1983.  The  princi¬ 
pal  design  of  TNA's  15th  medal 
shows  the  Harbor  Bridge  and  the 
"Sparkling  City  by  the  Sea."  The 
structure  towers  235  feet  above  the 
Turning  Basin,  and  has  ample  space 
for  ships  from  all  over  the  world  to 
enter  the  channel.  The  vessels  most¬ 
ly  deal  in  trading  cotton,  grain,  oil 
and  petrochemicals.  The  bridge 
connects  the  city  of  Corpus  Christi 
and  North  Beach. 

Tim  Tate,  a  junior  member  of  the 
Corpus  Christi  Coin  Club,  whi 
was  host  for  the  convention,  submit 
ted  the  winning  design  for  the  1983 
medal.  The  necessary  art  work  re¬ 
quired  in  the  production  of  the  me¬ 
dals,  was  performed  by  Frank  Ga¬ 
lindo. 

The  26th  convention  was  held  in 


Amarillo  May  4-6,  1984.  The  medal 
shows  a  cowboy  on  a  horse,  with  an 
oil  rig  and  a  windmill  to  each  side, 
and  the  Amarillo  skyline  in  the 
background.  Homer  Dotts  submit¬ 
ted  the  idea  for  the  design  and  Frank 
Galindo  administered  the  art  work. 
Each  letter  in  the  name  “AMARIL¬ 
LO”  stands  for  an  item  of  its  wealth: 
Agriculture,  Minerals,  Alibates, 
Ranges,  Industry,  Livestock,  Lakes 
and  Oil. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue,  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  1985  TNA  medal 
will  be  found  which  commemorates 
the  27th  convention  and  25  years  of 
organization  for  TNA.

NUMISMATIC  LITERATURE 


It  is  said  that  all  roads  lead  to 
Rome.  Numismatically  speaking, 
the  road  to  Rome  is  becoming  more 
and  more  available  to  the  average 
collector,  thanks  to  the  many  refer¬ 
ences  available. 

The  subject  of  collecting  ancient 
coins  is  covered  quite  well  in  two 
fairly  new  references.  Both  Fox’s 
COLLECTING  ROMAN  COINS 
and  Miller’s  CLASSICAL  GREEK 
AND  ROMAN  COINS,  THE  INVES¬ 
TOR’S  HANDBOOK  do  a  very  good 
job  of  discussing  Roman  coin  col¬ 
lecting  from  the  standpoint  of  a  be¬ 
ginner  or  intermediate  collector. 
Miller  gives  a  good  record  of  the  fac¬ 
tors  which  go  into  the  valuation  of  a 
coin,  and  Fox  tends  to  stress  the  his¬ 
torical  aspects  of  collecting.  Both 
give  many  practical  tips. 

The  coinage  of  the  Romans  is  di¬ 
vided  into  the  Republican  and  the 
Imperial  issues.  David  Sear’s  RO¬ 
MAN  COINS  AND  THEIR  VAL¬ 
UES,  the  basic  pricing  guide  and  a 
very  useful  basic  reference,  covers 
both  the  Republican  and  Imperial 
issue,  hut  most  other  references  are 


restricted  to  one  or  the  other.  Stev¬ 
enson's  DICTIONARY  OF  ROMAN 
COINS  is  an  exception  to  this,  and 
would  make  a  very  informative 
addition  to  the  collector’s  library. 

C.H.V.  Sutherland’s  ROMAN 
COINS  is  a  good  history  of  Roman 
coinage.  Kent  and  Hirmer’s  RO¬ 
MAN  COINS  is  a  fantastic  photo¬ 
graphic  record  of  the  diversity  of 
Roman  coins. 

For  the  specialist  in  Roman  Re¬ 
publican  coins,  there  are  three  stan¬ 
dard  references.  Sydenham’s  THE 
COINAGE  OF  THE  ROMAN  RE¬ 
PUBLIC  is  often  used  by  dealers  in 
classifying  the  Republican  issues. 
Also  useful  is  Greuber’s  COINS  OF 
THE  ROMAN  REPUBLIC  IN  THE 
BRITISH  MUSEUM.  The  most  up- 
to-date  reference  is  Michael  Craw¬ 
ford’s  ROMAN  REPUBLICAN 
COINAGE,  published  in  two  vol¬ 
umes  in  1974.  Crawford  is  the  best 
Republican  reference  to  have,  but  it 
is  far  more  expensive  than  Syden¬ 
ham  or  BMC.

The  Texas  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion  created  its  mark  on  the  Texas 
1986  Sesquicentennial  celebration 
by  issuing  a  medal  honoring  the 
occasion. 

A  model  of  “The  Alamo”  in  San 
Antonio  dominates  the  central  de¬ 
sign  denoting  a  symbol  of  Liberty. 
The  Alamo  is  of  great  historical 
interest  in  Texas  because  of  its  stub¬ 
born  though  unsuccessful  defense 
against  a  vastly  superior  force 
headed  by  Mexico’s  Santa  Anna  in 
1836  during  the  struggle  for  inde¬ 
pendence.  The  buildings  where  the 
battle  was  fought  were  originally 
those  of  the  Franciscan  Mission  San 
Antonio  de  Valero  erected  about 
1718.  They  included  a  church,  con¬ 


vent,  hospital  and  plaza  within  a 
stone  wall  10  feet  high. 

The  battle  for  independence  really 
began  in  1835  but  the  deciding  battle 
occurred  in  February  1836.  The  gar¬ 
rison  consisted  of  about  152  men 
under  the  command  of  Lt.  Col.  Wil¬ 
liam  Barrett  Travis  with  James 
Bowie,  David  Crockett  and  James 
Butler  Bonham  lending  aid.  The 
battle  ended  March  6,  1836  with  all 
men  dead. 

The  single  star  on  the  medal  above 
the  words  “HONORS  THE"  repres¬ 
ents  the  Republic  of  Texas  (The  Lone 
Star  State).  The  branch  on  the  right 
along  the  rim  is  an  olive  branch  of 
peace  and  the  branch  on  the  left  is  a 
live  oak  indigenous  to  Texas  of 
strength  and  fertility.  The  branches 
were  added  to  the  seal  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic  by  an  amendment  described  in 
the  act  of  December  10,  1836. 

A  limited  number  is  being  issued 
by  TNA  in  silver  and  the  first  75 
ordered  will  sell  for  $25.00  with  the 
remaining  few  going  for  much  more. 
Bronze  singles  also  will  be  availa¬ 
ble.

MORE  SILVER  COINS 


For  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
Sweden  is  issuing  two  sterling  silver 
commemorative  pieces  in  one  year. 
The  first  .925  fine  silver  coin  com¬ 
memorates  the  10th  anniversary  of 
the  reign  of  King  Carl  XVI  Gustaf. 
Mintage  has  been  limited  to  100,000. 
Another  sterling  silver  coin,  with  a 
mintage  of  400,000,  is  planned  to 
mark  the  reconstruction  of  the  Swe¬ 
dish  Parliament. 


The  Isle  of  Man  also  used  sterling 
silver  coins  to  celebrate  200  years  of 
Manned  Flight.  The  silver  one  crown 
coin  depicting  the  first  flight  by  the 
Montgolfier  Balloon  in  1783  marks 
the  journey  of  six  miles  in  25  min¬ 
utes.
